the attorney of the Pennsylvania and 
all lines west of Pittsburg; M. G-ros- 
venor, of Ohio; Hopkins, of Illinois, 
and Sereiio Payne, floor leader, from 
New York. 


"Everyone of these were opposed at 


the opening of the last session of 
congiess ,to making any tariff .con- 
cessions to Cuba. 'This was an open 
secret on the floor. Finally they were 
compelled to give a forced, but cold 
and unwilling consideration to it.

"Then came fhe memorable ibolt in 


congiess to the leadership and to 
these higli protection tariff and itrust 
advocates.

The arrest of Williamson is the 


outcome of 'the finding of two indict- 
ments against him yesterday by the 
Whitley county grand 
juiy, one 


charging him with the crime of per- 
jury and the other with mutilating 
a public record. Williamson was not 
deprived of his "liberty, 'but was giv- 
en until the close of the present term 
of court, which, occurs next week, to 
file his bond for appearance in a sum 
yet to be fixed by Judge Adair. Wil- 
liamson is not inclined to discuss Ms 
case, but says -all Ihe asks is justice, 
and is anxious to have a trial as soon 
as possible. It is Jiardly probable 
that 'the case can be reached before 
the November term of leourt It is 
nnderstoodthat J. W. Orndorff, of 
Chuiubusco, Elmer Leonard, of Tort 
Wayne, and L, W. Royse, of Waisaw, 
will appear as his attorneys. 


The indictments against William- 


son giew out of the publication of 
the application of George Boyd for 
liquor license. The attorney for Boyd 
offered the notice to three weekly pa- 
pers published in the county and was 
told that the notice was too late for 
the September term of the commis- 
sioners' court. He then "took the no- 
tice to Williamson, whose paper ap- 
peared after the others, but William- 
son supplied the deficiency toy mak- 
ing affidavit that the firstt publica- 
tion was on Aug. 7, whei^ns tfhe first 
publication waa on Aug. 
15. On 


this proof the license was granted. 
Afterward when the matter was talk- 
ed about the court liouse William- 
son took the proof from the files and 
changed the affidavit. The action of 
the grand pury was no surprise and 
the matter has created the greatest 
sensation all over the county and lit- 
t.e else is talked about. Williamson 
is a Fairbanks man and owes -his ap- 
pointment as postmaster to the sen- 
ior senator.

FATHER DBLANEY MAKES A 


• STIRRINQ ADDRESS. 


Mass Meeting at Libraiy Hall Last 


Evening Under Auspices cf 
/ 


United Irish League. 


A mass meeting was held last 


evening at Libraiy 
hall under the 


auspices of -the United Irish league 
and several hundred people listened 
with interest to a stirring appeal for 
the freedom of Ireland, by Rev. Jo- 
seph 2?. Delaney, lector of St. Pat- 
rick's church. The meeting was call- 
ed to order by M. J. O'Brien and the 
speaker of the evening was intro- 


Nduced by W. P. Breen. 


After leminding his lieaiers'of the 


blessings we enjoy under the stais 
and stripes and comparing -the con- 
dition of the people o£ the United 
States and the Irish/Father Delaney 
briefly sketched Ireland's history for 
a period covering TOO Drears. "Tho 
American colonists , rebelled in a 
righteous cause," continued .Father 
Delaney, "but no more righteous was 
it than the one for which the Irish 
people have "battled. 
The colonists 


had been oppressed for 100 years, 
Ireland has been persecuted for 700 
years. They were governed by men 
of tlmr own race, Ireland was ruled 
by aliens. The colonists fought five 
years (before fieedom, the Irish have 
fought for 700 years. 


"One of the chief causes of 
Ire- 


land's troubles has been the question 
of religion. From the time 'England 
rejected the pope's 'authority to the 
passage of the emancipation 'act, le- 
ligion had much to do with the un- 
just 'atti'tucle'of England toward Ire- 
land, and even that act provides that 
any person wlio becomes a Jesuit 
shall be expelled, and although for 
fifty-two years afteA- the Irish church 
was disestablished the people -of Ire- 
land were forced to pay tribute to 
sustain a religion that was not their 
own. 
--"The Irishman is no't -a bigot He 
is eminently fair in religious mat- 
ters, and yet England lias made him 
appear bigoted, for in 1782, when 
Presbyterians and Catholics of Ire- 
land were banded together to force a 
righting <of their wrongs, England 
seat professional agitators into the 
country to foment religious discord 
and hatred. 
Mass -meetings were 


held an the Piotest&ut communities. 
Pitt promised the Catholics emanci- 
pation, to gain their 
support, and 


then, to gam Protestant support, pit- 
ted Protestant against Catholic, and 
ou't of thediscord he wrought -hisown 
and England's 
triumph. / Agaf;n, 


during Daniel O'Coimell's resistless 
campaign for the emancipation of the 
Catholics, .the same methods 
wers 


used* Religious bigots, piofessional 
agitators and spies -went through. Ire- 
laud until the whole island became a 
seething cauldron of religious hate, 
, "But O'Connell knew his people, 
He kept (them together, and it was 
a wonderful spectacle to see those 
eight million of people, Catholic and 
Protestant, actuated by one purpose, 
moving together with one end in 
view, until, in 1829, emancipation 
was won. But 'at the very next elec- 
tions five thousand English soldiers 
were sent into the country^ O'Con- 
nell was (imprisoned, and wlien he 
was released he was brokenhearted. 
He had tried peaceful 
means and 


failed, -and his spirit was broken. 


"Is it any wonder, then, ttitiat the 


people of Ireland rose and saSd there 
was 110 means left but 'the? sword? 


"English gieecl is largely respon- 


sible for English misrule. 
She is 


'holdittg.Ireland as a customer not as 
j/\*-V..*SJAh 
V , 
a competitor. V' - "• ^' *- 
•^,"If? Ireland were free,, she would 
.buy* legs from England, and in con- 
sequence the laws make the Irish 
people an agricultural people, *md, 
as they are permitted to be only ten- 
ants, and pay $15,000,000 rent per 
year, they are unable to lay by a 
surplus, and the failure of crops one 
year means famine and distress for 
them. 


"England has (conferred no benefit 


on Ireland, except wliat was wrung 
from her by agitation, No civilized 
nation has ever shown such barbar- 
ity in dealing with a conquered na- 
tion as England has. 
In the leign 


of Queen Elizabeth eight millions of 
acies 
of 
Irish 
land 
were 


confiscated, 
and it 
is the hops 


and aim of the league -to get these 
back. 
We are often taunted w'th 


the ignorance of the Irish, but is it 
any wonder that 
they are behind 


when such oppressive anti-education 
laws existed? Yet in spite of this 
and under the most unheard of hard- 
ships, the Iiish schoolmaster gath- 
ered around him his little flock and 
taught them as best lie could, while 
the ofliceis of the law hounded him. 


'•English persecution 
is diiving 


the bone and sinew out of Ireland* 
The young people are leaving, not 
because they do not love their (coun- 
try, but because it has nothing to 
offer them except poverty. 


"But the light and the love of 


liberty bum bright in their hearts, 
and with the love of tne motherland 
there is ill the heart of every Irish 
exile a hatred of her oppressor." 


"Remember," lie said in closing, 


"this is a fight to buy 'land, !but it is 
more than that. Irishmen at home 
and their sons abroad will never be 
satisfied until absolute freedom is 
won and the flag of -a free Erin floats 
over the oid home."

FATHER 
DELANEY MAKES A 


STIRRING ADDRESS. 


Mass Meeting- at Library Hall Last 


Evening- Under Auspices cf 
/ 


United Irish League. 


A mass meeting was 
held last 


evening- at Library 
hall under the 


auspices of -the United Irish Ifague 
and several hundred people listened 
with interest to a stirring- appeal for 
the freedom n£ Ireland, by Rev. Jo- 
seph F. Dtlaney, rector of St. Pat- 
rick's church. The meeting1 was call- 
ed to order by M. J. O'Ericii and the 
speaker of the evening- was intro • 


_duced by W. P. Breen. 


After reminding- his hsaie-rs of. the 


blessings we enjoy under the stars 
and stripes and comparing- -the con- 
dition of the people of the United 
States and tiie Irish, Father Delnuey 
briefly sketched Ireland's -history for 
a period covering 700 years. 
"Tho 


American 
colonists 
rebelled 
in a 


righteous cause,1' continued Father 
Delaney, "but no more righteous was 
it than the one for which the Irish 
people have battled. 
The colonists 


had been oppressed for 100 years, 
Ireland has been persecuted for 700 
years. They were governed by men 
of tlisir own race, Ireland was ruiet1- 
b'y aliens. The colonists fought five 
years shefcre freedom, the Irish have 
fought for 700 years. 


"One of the chief causes of Ire- 


land's troubles has been the question 
of religion. From the time England 
rejected the pope's authority to the 
passage of the emancipation 'act, re- 
ligion had much to do wi-th the im- 
jnst.-attitude-of England towaid Ire- 
land, and even that act provides that 
any person wlio 
becomes a Jesuit 


shall be expelled, and although for 
fifty-two years after the Irish churub 
was disestablished the people of Ire- 
land weie forced to pay tribute to 
sustain a religion, that was not their 
own. 


'•Thii Irishman is not a. bigot. Htj 


is eminently fair in religions mat- 
ters, and yet England has made him 
appear bigoted, for in 1782, when 
Presbyterians and Catholics of Ire- 
land were banded together to force a 
righting 'of their wrongs, England 
sent professional agitators into 
the 


country to foment religious discord 
and hatred. 
Hass meetings were 


held in the Protestant communities. 
Pitt promised the Catholics emanci- 
pation, to gain 'their 
support, and 


then, to gain Protestant support, pit- 
ted Protestant against Catholic, and 
oivt of thedisoord he wrought -hisown 
and England's 
triumph. 
Agafai. 


during Danifl O'Connell's resistless 
campaign for the ejiijiueiputioii of tins 
Catholics, .the same methods 
wer2 


used. 
Heligious big-ots, professional 


agitators and spies -went through Ire- 
kuid. until the whols island became a 
seething cauldron of religious hate. 


"But 0'Connell knew his people. 


He kept them together, and it was 
a wonderful spectacle to see those 
eight million 'of people, Catholic and 
Protestant, actuated by one purpose, 
moving- together 
with, ons end in 


view, until, in 1829, emancipation, 
•was won. But at the very niixt elec- 
tions five thousand Eng-lisli soldiers 
were sent into the country. O'Con- 
nell w-as -imprisoned, and when he 
was released he was brokenhearted. 
He had tried peaceful 
men us anil 


failed, and his spirit was broken. 


"Is it any wonder, then, .that the 


people of Ireland rose and sand there 
was no means 
left hui. 'the sword? 


"English greed is largely respon- 


sible 
for English misrule. 
She is 


holding Ireland ns a customer not M 
i\ competitor. 


"If Ireland were fret, she would 


buy less from England, and in con- 
sequence, the laws make the Irish 
people an agricultural people, and, 
as they are permitted to be only ten- 
ants, and pay $15,000,000 rent per 
year, they are unable 
to lay by a 


surplus, and the failure of crops one 
year means famine and distress for 
them. 


•'•England has 'conferred no benefit 


on Ireland, except what was wrung 
from -her by agitation. No civilized 
nation has ever Uiowu such barbar- 
ity in dealing- with a conquered na- 
tion as England has. In tiie reign 
of Queen Elizabeth eight millions of 
acres 
ot 
Irish 
land 
were 


confiscated, 
and it 
is the hope 


and aim of the league -to get these 
back. 
We are often taunted w'th 


the ignorance of the Irish, but is it 
any wonder that 
they are behind 


when such oppressive -anti-education 
laws existed? 
Yet in spite of this 


and under the most unheard of hard- 
ships, tiie Iiish schoolmaster gath- 
ered around him his little flock and 
taught them as best 'he could, while 
the officers of the law hounded him. 


"English 
persecution 
is diiving 


•tiie bone and sinew 
out of Ireland. 


The young people are leaving-, 
not 


beoauss they do not love their Coun- 
try, but because it has nothing to 
offer them except poverty. 


"But -the light and the love of 


liberty bum (bright in their hearts. 
and with the love of: the motherland 
there is in the heart of every Irish 
exile a ha-tred of her oppressor." 


'•Remember,*' he said in closing, 


"this is a fight to buy -land, but it is 
more -than that. Irishmen nt home 
and their sons abroad will never bs 
satisfied until absolute freedom is 
won and the flag- of a free Erin Hoots 
over the oid home."

Indianapolis, Ind., 
Sept. 15.—In 


an interview over the long-distnnce 
telephone with the News 'today John 
Mitchell, at Wilkesbarre, said: 


"I can't predict when the anthra- 


cite strike will be settled. 
If any- 


thing is being done toward a settle- 
ment by the other side I don't know 
of it. 


"Nothing towards a settlement was 


accomplished at th<e 'Harrisburg con- 
ference ^between Governor Stone, of 
Pennsylvania, the presidents of the 
three anthracite districts-, 'inyself and 
others who have been trying -to end 
the strike. We simply met and dis- 
cussed the causes'Of the strike." 


"Did Governor Stone represent J. 


Pierpont Morgan or any of 'the an- 
thracite president's?" 


"I did not understand1 that he was 


representing 
anyone 'bnt himself. 


There is no foundation -for -the report 
that the men are to return to work 
on a pomise that the operators will 
make concessions and arbitrate 'after- 
ward. The miners would not return 
to work under such an. arrangement." 


Mr. -Mitchell 'declared that the anen 


axe confident of winning and that 
there had Ibeen no desertions among 
the strikers. 


"I am certainly very hopeful now 


that the strike will foe ended in our 
favor," ihe 'added. 


The big defense fund that is being 


collected at the national headquar- 
ters in Indianapolis, Mitchell said, 
is proving sufficient to relieve the 
distress in the region. About 25,000 
miners have left the region 'Since the 
strike began, leaving- about 130,000, 
lie explained, to 'be cared for. When 
asked if the troops are to 'be with- 
drawn from the region, Mr. Mitchell 
said: 


"Not that I know of. There is no 


need of the^toops, however, as the 
men ore orderly. They are keeping 
within the law." 


"Is any coal being taken out of the 


region?" 


"A little is going out, but no new 


coal is 'being mined. Mo'st of the 
coal now being shipped was mined 
before the strike began. No mines 
are toeing1 started and no members of 
the organization are returning to 
work."

WILL TRY TO SHORTEN LINE 


ROUTE TO BE GONE OVER WITH 


THAT IN VIEW. 


The proposed interurha.ii line from 


Gcshen southeast to Fort Wayne is 
to be a double track road, one for 
passengers and-one for freight. It is 
proposed to make fast time so that 
cuttag-ers at Lake Wawasee may re- 
mvn nightly to the lake, after spend- 
ing the dny at their business in this 
city. 


The surveying party, headed by 


Henry S. Bortner, left this morning 
to return to Wolf Lake, where they 
•will begin another survey which will 
avoid the village of North Webster 
and shorten the line between Syra- 
cuse and Wolf Lake, taking- in con- 
siderably more of the shore line to 
the west and south of Lake Wawasee. 
The party, which consists of H. S. 
Bortner, B. B. Bortner, both of Al- 
bion; J. M. Richmond, of Wolf Lake; 
Burton Butler, of Goshen, and Grover 
Gump, of Churubusco, have brought 
the chain to the city limits at St. 
Miuy's avenue. The distance, *hey 
said to a Sentinel reporter this mom- 
ing, of the line laid out, is 57.3 miles, 
beginning at the Haskell hotel in 
G-oshen, where the road will connect 
with the Indiana Traction company's 
lines, a-nd make close time with cars 
for Elkhart and South Bejid. 


WILL SHORTEN DISTANCE. 
The distance, however, is expected 


to be shortened so that .the trip to 
Wawasee can be made in aboutt sn 
hour and thirty minutes. Mr. Bo-nt- 
ner was asked this morning about the 
grades. 


"They are good and practicable," 


- he replied. 


The rights-of-way are being taken 


by Wilber Stonex, attorney for the 
company. 
He is headed this way 


and meeting with success. The farm- 
ers are said to be favorable to the 
line and the only protests are where 
it is found desirable to cut deep into 
farm fields at a distance from the 
highway. Then -there is a kick, but 
the surveyors have done their best to 
cut up the farms as little as possible. 


The promoters of the road are the

Fort Wayne line as soon as that con- 
tract is completed. 


TOWNS ON THE ROTTTE. 


Tiie construction will begin at tlie 


Goshen end. The 
first 
town, en- 


countered is New Pails, the crossing 
point of the Big Four roa'd and the 
Wabash, which has a population of 
about 800 people. The next is Syra- 
cuse, with'about 1,600 people, a point 
on the Baltimore and Ohio road. Then. 
the line proceeds to Lake Wawasee, 
skirting the south shore line for six 
miles. It leaves the lake to pass In- 
dian Village, a small trading point 
of fifty population, and proceeds to 
Wolf Lake, where there are 400 peo- 
ple. The next town is Marion, in 
Noble county, with 300 people. The 
road will next touch Blue lake at the 
northeast end and thence will pass 
through Churubusco, with 1.400 peo- 
ple. After entering Allen county it 
follows the general trend of the 
Goshen 
road southeast 
to 
Fort 


Wayne. 


The road will not seek an indepen- 


dent entrance into Fort Wayne, but 
will use the traction company's track 
on Wells street. 


MANY BRIDGES HEEDED. 


The construction of the road neces- 


sitates a number of bridges, the 
longest of which is 1,940 feet. This 
is over port of the low lands about 
Lake Wawasee, where the rails will 
rest on piles. 
The next longest 


bridge will be 300 feet long, crossing 
the Elfehart river south of Goshen. 
There will be a 100-foot bridge over 
Eel river and numerous smaller 
bridges. 


"This will be the best line entering 


Fort Wayne," said Mr. Bortner. 
"It 


traverses a well developed and thick- 
ly settled farming country, which has 
no direct communication with Fort 
Wayne, and opens up direct connec- 
tion with South Bend. In fact, the 
road might as well be called the 
South, Bend road. It is the purpose to 
carry freight, mail and express, and 
for that reason will be built double 
track all 'the way."

circle of acquaintances and to share

, experiences met with while sojouru- 
: ang- elsewhere. ^Yhat new attractions 


the home has, and how we settle 
back in the 0073- corner or the "den," 
•the home-like sitting-room or the se- 
clusion of "our very own room," aud 
enjoy a new sense of comfort 
and 


satisfaction in them, after the hustle 
and bustle of the journey; after the 
new scenes and surroundings and the 
etrnnge faces, have passed In kalei- 
doscopic variety before our "vision. 
Old Farmer John of my 
boyhood 


school reader expresses the thought 
exactly when he exclaims: 
"The 


best part of going away is get- 
ting home again." He has been ofE 
to the city encased in the boiled 
shirt aud stiff collar, the Sunday suit 
and the new shoes which have not 
been broken to easy comfort as yet. 
lAs eoon as he is in the house, ho 
quickly crawls out of the irksome ap- 
parel and stretching his 
stiffened 


muscles, he gets into his easy-fitting 
;work-a-day clothes. The bark of the 
'dog, the neigh of the horse, the busy 
cluck of the chickens all greet him 
BS he passes through the barn yard, 
and he is recognized in his familiar 
attire. The dog, which before had 
sedately borne himself in the august 
presence of the Sunday clothes, now 
leaps and bounds upon his master, 
.who sensing the changed demeanor 
tof the animal, declares: "With my 
new clothes off and my old clothes 
on, now I am myself," said Farmer 
John. 


It is indeed good to go away, but 


'there is a joy and satisfaction in get- 
ting home again which makes it the 
best part of the 
experience. 
Thfl 


Bummer is nearly ended. The vaca- 
tion season is about 
over. 
Many, 


have been away from the home circle, 
from the church activities, from thd 
business and social life, and have re- 
turned again to take up the real and 
earnest side of life. Those who have 
not been away and yet who have re- 
laxed into summer-time ease, and 
have taken rest in lightened duties 
in the home, -the business, the social 
and religious spheres, are beginning 
to tighten their grip on things and 
prepare for the larger activity of the 
fall and winter days. 
So that the 


thought and spirit met with on every 
hand is one of quickening- activities 
and renewed zeal. The home-coming 
to the family circle is marked by the 
glad welcome back to the roof tree, 
the resumptive of active associations 
with the loved ones and the taking 
up of one's share of the burdens of 
the home. 


The home-coming in the church 


life is m these days being more than 
ever before accentuated by special 
recognition of the return of the ab- 
sent -ines, of the ending" of the vaca- 
tion season and the taking up again 
.of the work with renewed vigor along 
all lines. Rally day, with its special 
exercises and roll call, is becoming 
more general in the churches and 
Sunday schools of the land, and not 
only is it instrumental in bringing in 
many 
absentees—those 
who 
have 


drifted away—but it draws together 
in closer bonds of Christian love and 
fellowship the school and the church. 
It places the church and the Sunday 
school in better working conditinn, 
and emphasizes r/nd advertises tl 
school and church as an aggressive 
working force. 


Jially Day at 
Antiooh.—Our text 


introduces us to the great llally Day 
inaugurated by 1'aul and Ujirniilms 
upon tl;eiv return from the first mis- 
sionary journey. Yon remember that, 
Paul and Barnabas, after 
laboring | 


for a year or more at Antioeh, wt-r« j 
sent out by the church for a work to ' 
which Hie Lord had 
called 
them. ; 


After an absence of nearly a year, 
during which time they have had 
some wonderful and blessed experi- 
ences, they return, and having "gath- 
ered the church together, (hey re- 
hearsed all that God had "done with 
them." 
AVe do not know that the 


work in 1hc church at Antioeh had 
languished while they were carrying 
the Gospel message to other parts of 
the world, but we do know from our 
text that these two faithful servants 
of the Lord busied themselves imme- 
diately upon their return in gather- 
ing the church together in order that, 
they might rehearse unto them the 
remarkable 
experiences 
through 


•which they had passed and thus stim- 
ulate the home church to greater ac- 
tivity. "Wlint a thrilling and interest- 
ing recital that must have been. How 
it must have stirred the hearts of 
those in the meeting to hear of real 
live experiences under 1he 
leading 


and protection of the Lord. No sleepy, 
nodding heads in that assembly. No 
long, painful pauses. 
Nor liresomo 


repetitions of the same old testi- 
monies which had been offered time 
and time again before. No preach- 
ing of fine sounding1 sentiments with 
empty experience back of tHflm. Wo 
nil know what it is to have these fca- 
*Hres. in the prayer iiieetingYvaud 


know too little of the Paul-litirnabaa 
etyle ii£ \vitlc-ii\vake meeting. 


Do you know the reason why a re- 


turned missionary who talks of his 
work is always interesting? 
Not 


jrtJiienilly because ho is a ilueiit talk- 
er or is finished in manner or speech, 
but because he conies to you with 
real Jife experiences and you realize 
that tile. Gospel of Jesus Christ is in- 
deed the power 01 God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth. 


That Ii:tlty Day in the. church at 


Antioen was a. memorable occasion, 
and uiuloubictUy stirred the life oJ 
•the church to n degree that it had 
not known before. 
Probably there 


were some there who for the first 
time had borne in upon their souls 
the sense of their own obligations to- 
wards ethers and felt a special call 
to service. It is the spark thai is 
struck from the ilint which can set 
the tinder into a blaze, and not the, 
Hint or tlu- piece .if steel by itself. It, 
is the lightning flush which spits out 
ihe ball of electric-til lire, and not, 
the thunder clap which rolls through 
the heavens. It is life in touch with j 
life that quickens and pruducrs re-j 
suits. It is real heart anil life ex- 
periences which supply inspiration 
for the most stirring testimonies. 


A Suggestion for llally Day.—And if 


you want to make Bally Day in your 
church and Sunday school an occasion 
of great profit and blessing, and stir 
the meeting to its foundations, ami 
stimulate to more and better work 
than ever before, cut out all the fine 
cut and dried speeches of welcome, all 
the fulsome praise, all the good prom- 
ises to larger and better service, and 
get two or three, or four, who have 
been about Ihe Master's business (lur- 
ing the summer and are all alive with 
His work, to tell their experiences. 
Pick your speakers carefully. 
Let 


your choice be determined not by 
fluency of speech aud ease of manner, 
but, by the fact that those who are to 
speak nave had an experience in soul 
saving and are burning with a desire 
to tell it. Theories as to methods of 
work and exhortations to service arc 
all well enough sometimes, but there 
is more power to the square inch in 
the Paul and Barnabas Pally Day meth- 
ods than in all the theories aud elo- 
quent speeches you can crowd into the 
audience room of the meeting1 house. 
Try it and see. 


The Zseecl of Going Away.—In order 


to fully appreciate the thought of the 
Home Coming, let us go back of our 
text to the time of the departure of 
Paul and Barnabas from Antioch on 
their missionary journey. Undoubt- 
edly there waa a double purpose in the 
Lord's calling these two men to new 
fields of labor. First, the needs of oth- 
ers were greater than those of the 
church at Antioch. and second, the 
church at Antioch had reached a con- 
dition where it required the stimulus 
of the Home Coming-. Your going away 
from home or your church ought to 
be marked by the same conditions or 
motives. You arc going away or have 
been away? If it was in response to 
the call of God (and we ought never 
to go anywhere or do anything except. 
He does call us and lead us), it was not 
at any sacrifice of real duty to home 
or church. If the Lord calls i'.s away 
it is because we are no longer needed 
there, but have a mission to perform 
elsewhere, and because, the time of 
separation ended and tlic mission per- 
formed, the home and the church 
needs the inspiration and blessing of 
the return home. 


Christ said to His disciples: "It is 


expedient for you that I go away." 
"Why? Because His going away meant 
His return in fuller measure in the 
person of the Holy Spirit. It was ex- 
pedient for Paul and Barnabas to go 
away, not alone to carry a blessiing 
to all the dark places they visited, but 
that they might return fillet! with ex- 
periences and lessons which would 
stir the church at Antinch and inspire 
to greater effort than ever before. 


And not only was it.needful for Paul 


and Barnabas to go away to carry the 
Gospel to others, but because they 
wen: absolutely not needed any longer 
at- the church ;it Antioch and would 
have been in ihe way cif the work of 
the Lord if they had remained. A 
great many parents lie ilnMiiEelvc-s up 
in the home ami a grc;,t many Chris- 
tian workers tie fliem>t'lve> up in the 
church and Snnd.-iy school under the 
mistaken notion that the home or the 
work cannnt survive flieir absence, 
when if the leading of the Lord were 
followed, they would go away for a 
season to be revived and quickened and 
returned limne again in for n greater 
blessing than ever before. Philip wa? 
called from the great revival he had 
brrn instrumental in starting at Sa- 
maria out into the desert not alone 
because he was nepded to preach the 
Gospel tn ihe eunuch, but because ho 
was nn longer needed at .Samaria, and 
perhaps would have spoiled a large 
part- of the* work lie had accomplished 
had lie remained. 
If there v 


elo^r following of the loading of the 
Lord to-day tliere would 
be more 


jimrney= 111 rough the Asia Minors of 
the world's roads and less- puttering 
over the Lord's work at the Antioch?; 
there would be more live experiences 
in the out of the way places, and more 
Home Comings tn thrill the home and 
Ihe church with new life and 
new 


power. 


The Upturn.—It was not until the 


•work to which they had been called 
had been fulfilled, as the verse before 
onr text declares ihnt Paul and Barna- 
bas returned. They did not turn back 
at the first sign of opposition or upon 
experiencing llie first hardship. Tbej 
were driven out- of Antioch in PIsidia 
but- it- was only to go. to loonium ant: 
preach the Word. There a plot was 
hatched to 
kill them, but nothing 


daunted they fled to Lystra, to hea 
the impotent man. 
There Paul was 


stoned and nearly killed, but be was 
fighting the good fight- of faith and 
cheerfully and gladly went back over 
the route he had come confirming ihe 
souls of the disciples. And il was not 
until all the work God hud for them 
to do was accomplished, that they re- 


turned to the home church at Antioch, 
And if they had gone back any sooner 
there would have been tome miserable 
hitch in the llally Day arrangements 
and they never would have been able 
to gather all the 
church together. 


The Iteunion.—"Ami when they were 


come," they "gathered ihe church to- 
gether." 
Paul and Barnabas didn't 


send back word they were coming, 
so thai a grand public reception could 
be arranged in their honor. 
They 


were not looking for personal glory, 
and did not plan a dramatic entry, with 
popular applause and a glowing-speech 
yf praise and welcome from the chair- 
man of the meeting. No, they came 
quietly iuto Antioch with no blowing- 
of trumpets, and the first thing the 
church knew of their return was when 
Paul called upon this member and 
Barnabas on that. If you want to make 
your lially Day a success get tlie re- 
turned te:ichers and members of'the 
church out calling. P:iul didn't wait 
to hear from the platform how the 
church was getting along. He knew 
that such public reports sounded well, 
but they were not altogether reliable. 
He wantetl io le.irn the real condition 
of affairs, and he knew the surest way 
of doing it was to talk with the indi- 
vidual members. A past or of a church, 
a superintendent of a Sunday school, 
a teacher of a class can secure more 
reliable information in regard to the 
conditions and needs of the church, 
the school or the class, by a little ju- 
licious calling than by a public re- 
port from every member of the church, 
he school or the class. 
I believe^ 


!*anl had two reasons for gathering 
he church together. He wanted not- 
only to make a report as to his mis- 
sionary tour, but he wanted to make 


report lit the needs of the church. 


The incidents he told were adapted 
to the peculiar 
conditions in the 


church. He told of the opposition of 
.he Jews at Antioch to show how 
prejudice shut out the true light and 
ed to destruction. 
He told of the 


lespiscd Gentiles receiving the Gos- 
?el so as to make the proud and vain- 
glorious realize that God is no respect- 
or of persons. He drew the picture 
of the lame man at Lystra with such 
-ividness as to quicken the sight of all 
the members of the church to the suf- 
fering of those about them. He re- 
ferred to the first faint glimmering of 
faith in the mind of tlie poor cripple 
towards God which -went reaching tip, 
up, up, until it brought down the bless- 
ng of healing and sound feet, so as to 
encourage the weakest brother in the 
:aith to understand how the love and 
care of God reaches to the lowest and 
ihe weakest aud the most unfortunate, 
f there is the slenderest thread of 
faith down which the blessing can 
flow. He told how the popular ac- 
claim which would huve made of Paul 
iiid Barnabas gods and clone sacri- 
fice to them was soon turned to bitter- 
est hate and violence, so as to show 
that the "heart is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked." He 
perhaps turned the thoughts of the 
lisciples back to Jerusalem, where 
the same miillitnde which had been, 
Braising Jesus and proclaiming Him' 
King a few days before, were now 
hoarsely and madly crying for His 
blood, and impressed upon his hear- 
ers the fickleness of the moods of the 
people of the world, and that only he 
whose mind is stayed upon the Lord 
is kept in perfect, peace. 


Paul told of the stoning he suffered, 


too, but not with a superior ring in 
his voice, saying: "See how much more 
I have suffered for Christ's sake than 
vou!"'Not for the purpose of exciting 
"yinpathy for himself, but that he 
night again drive home to the hearts 
.if his hearers that he who is not 
willing to take up his cross and fol- 
low Christ in suffering cannot be His 
disciple; that, it is only as we suffer 
with Christ that we can also reign 


•ith him. 
Paul "rehearsed all that God had 


done with them." Notice that Scrip- 
lure does not say that they told all 
that they had done for the Lord. Paul 
and Barnabas take a back seat and ex- 
alt their Lord. All that God had done 
with them is the burden of their re- 
port. 
If we were loss occupied with 


ourselves and more completely lost in 
desire to glorify and honor God there 
would be more power ami inspiration 
in the reports we make respecting the 
Lord's work.

ORI&IN OF THE SUITS. 


The question "vas one brought by 


the commission £rm 'of White, Tlho- 
hurn & Co., against the 
Chicago 


Board of -Trade. 
The 'bank of Mon- 


treal and other .prominent members 
of the Board of Trade in winch a 
teaivporiary injunction fwas granted to 
prevent maa'gins that .were put up by 
the complainants from being handed 
down to the contracting defendants. 
The claim was made that the defen- 
dants h'ad run a corner in July "stan- 
dard" oats. 
The •complainants who 


•had sold "short" to the defendants, 
while not tieuying jbheir contracts 
and while declaring- their purpose to 
make good these earne •contracts made 
•protest against having the case ad- 
judicated "by the 'Beard of Trade as 
provided in by-laws of. the associa- 
tion. 
The "standard" "oats in ques- 


tion -were of a gra'de •an'd fineness al- 
most impossible 
to obtain in suf- 


ficient quantity to fill contracts dur- 
ing July because of delay to crops by 
rainy weather. In the pit -on cliang^ 
highly fictitious iprices 'iijad been put 
on this commodity and'tfhe complain- 
ants 'asked the 'Court to set a fail- 
price 'between which price and the 
one at which, they (La'd contracted the 
difference might 'be paid. 
This case 


was filed July 30—'one day before 
settlements were required. Shortly 
after this, twenty-three""other cases 
vere filed by tfne same complainants 
against various defendants; -ten cases 
by Pratt, Buckley & Co.; six cases by 
H. C. Avery & Co., and one 'case by 
J. Henry Morton. 
By common, con- 


sent all cases are affected by the 
same ruling. 
HOT A QUESTION OF CO-KNUR. 
The court said in ruling that as 


far as the merits of the case were 
concerned it 'did not matter whetitei 
there -was a corner, for it 'Was taken 
for granted that an honest piice was. 
intended. 
This part of the mattei 


can be decided at a further 'hearing 
which, will be held. 
The decision 


m'aikes the injunction in force unti 
the hearing-on. fects is had. 
The 


losing parties have appealed 'but this 
does not prevent further (hearings.

ty? If so the government probably 
needs you and has a good opening 
salary to offer you, says a Washing- 
ton letter. 


Yesterday I called at the govern- 


ment's big employment agency and 
asked tha officials there to tell me 
the qualifications which will best 
guarantee success in this autumn's 
civil service examinations to 
be 


fceld in 156 cities, including two each 
in Porto Rico and Hawaii. 
I was 


told that this year's race for office 
mould be tOie greatest on record, both 
in the number of goals to he won 
nnd in the variety of contestants to 
bo entered. 


This fall the eligible registers of 


the civil service commission are de- 
rpleted for the first time in years. Se- 
tweeii June 15 nnd July 15 more 
than 4,500 appointments were made 
from these lists. 
This, of course, 


means that all former records hr.ve 
been far aclispe'd. 
Every depart- 


ment of the big government mill lias 
liung out the sign "Help wanted," 
3in<l the most hopeful sign of the 
times is that in the vast majority of 
examinations state quotas, -hitherto 
the bug-bear of tre office hungry, are 
to be ignored. In other words, the 
fact that your state long ago re- 
ceived its full 4hare of appointments 
need be no damper on your hopes in 
the vast majority 'of examinations.

Which, after a volume of correspond- 
ence, is eventually expressed in de- 
finite terms. Then the proper appli- 
cation blank is sent to the appli- 
cant.

turned is received in the "application 
room." Hera it is carefully review 
ed, and in many cases it has to be re 
turned because of improper or in 
sufficient information. If it is fount 
acceptable a icard of authority, to b 
eventually presented to the examin 
ers, is mailed to 'the prospective gov 
ernment employe.

of labor, the possibility of such a 
wrong must be .prevented. But the 
only method to prevent these wrongs 
is the 'gradual development of na- 
tional control of corporations doing 
business throughout the nation. And 
the department of commerce which 
President Roosevelt urged congress 
to create is the seed from which will 
grow perfect national control of na- 
tional industry,"

This periodical is the lead 
Ing physiological journal of Germany 
if not of the world. The paper re 
ferred to is by Prof. Kassowilz, of Vi 
enna. It consists of 39 pages of care 
fully discriminating- review of the sci 
cut Hie evidence oil tbe question, un 
tier the title: "Food and Poison: 
Contribution to the Alcohol Question. 


The position of the author and tlie 


place of the publication would lead 
one to expect a rigidly scicutiiic treat 
ment of the subject, not a prejudice: 
polemic, and certainly not u harangu 
from the point of view of the profes 
sioual tempcraiiue reformer. For I hi 
reason the paper is one of unusual iui 
portance, and ought to be read 
b; 


those who profess to speak on th 
matter from a scientific standpoint 
The author sums up at the close the 
main conclusions to bedrawnfromthe 
results of all reliable investigation 
up to the present time. I give belo« 
the gist o£ the greater part of the 
summary, present ing the general ideaa 
rather than a literal translation: 


1. The assumption of a nutritive ac 


tion of alcohol rests upon, the suppo 
iitioii that a part of tlie food is con 
sumed by direct chemical change with- 
aut first taking part in the upbuild 
ing of the protoplasmic substance. 


2. The .iogical consequence of this 


substances of equa 


fuel values can take the place one of 
another iu the ehenneul changes in 
the living tissue, is contradicted bj 
reliable experiments. The same cai 
be said of the supposition that a food 
cun be of use through its direct de 
structioii without auy intermediate 
protoplasmic steps. 


3. The single remaining possibility, 


that all food material is assimilated 
i. e., IB applied to the building up of 
chemical units, agrees very well with 
all the ascertained facts and stands* 
in contradiction, to nine. 


4. According to this conception of 


the nature- of food the proptoplasniic 
molecules are highly 
complex and 


hence chemical changes are extremely 


asy to bring-about iu them. 
5. Evey stimulus and every chemical- 


ly acting poison causes a disturbance 
destruction of chemical units of the 
protoplasm. 


(i. Since alcohol as a stimulating and 


poisonous substance destroys the pro- 
toplasmic molecules, it cannot at the 
same time ,be assimilated and applied 
as a food material. A substance can- 
not simultaneously act as a food and a 
poison. 


7. After a short period of si limita- 


tion, alcohol acts as a paralyzing agent 
10 the nerve center* which innervate 
the muscles; the muscles arc thus less 
efficiently excited through the action 
of the nerves and less carbon dioxide 
'§ produced. 


S. The reduced amount uf carbon 


dioxide excreted indicates m> economy 
if the tissue substance, but is an in- 
direct consequence of tlie poisonous 
iction of the alcohol. 


9. In agreement with the above con- 


clusion is the fact proved by experi- 
ment that if for a part, of the. non- 
nitrogenous food a quantity of nlco- 
10! of equal fuel value is substituted, 
there results u reduction of'working 
power and a loss of body'weight. 


10. The nutritive value of a sub- 


stance does not depend simply upon 
the fact of its oxidation in the body. 


11. The practical conclusion, to be 


drawn from the known facts both on 
Jieoretical and empirical grounds, is 
to the purport that for purposes of 
mtrition alcohol should be employed 
leither for the well nor for the sick.—
